Special inspection of all such 
theaters Is essential on account of th'* 
largo proportion of women, and chil 
dren unaccompanied by adults, which 
constitute the audience much of the 
time.

taken from the N iagara F ails will be 
introduced into the house Monday by 
R epresentative W illiam C. Sharp o 
Ohio. 
Sharp has decided to take thin step 
because it is apparent that no general 
legislation regulating the w ater power 
rights a t the falls will he reported out 
ok the house com m ittee on foreign 
a h airs or passed at this session 
Sharp states that a m ajority of the 
com m ittee on foreign affairs . which 
has this legislation under considera­ 
tion, is in favor of a drastic law for 
the protection of the scenic beauties 
of N iagara Falls and tin navigation 
of the lakes. 
But the com m ittee has 
been com pelled to conduct such ex­ 
tensive hearings on account of the ob­ 
jections of New York in terests that 
it will not have time to form ulate the 
necessary legislation at this session 
and m uch less will congress haw 
tim e to pass it before March 1. when 
the B urton bill expires.
